Customers deemed eligible for Link-Up assistance will receive a reduction in the
eligible customary service charge for commencing telecommunications service
for a single telecommunications connection at the customer’s principal place of
residence.

The monthly discounted service charge shall be 50% of the customary charge or

A qualifying low-income customer may receive a deferred schedule for payment
of the charges assessed for cornmencing service, for which the customer does
not pay interest.
